AFTER THE POLL 


The General Election in 
Britain may have resulted in 
a stalemate in Parliament, 
but certain vexed issues were 
settled at the polls. Com- 
munism was rejected with 
scorn and contempt, and so 
were Left Wing rebels who 
were just as much in the Fifth 
Column. The considerable— 
and mostly wasted—vote for 
the Liberals was a vote for a 
suspension of further nation- 
alisation. That Party made 


its position clear alike to 


its supporters and to the 
country on. the eve of the 
polls. It called for a halt to 
further nationalisation for the 
next five years, and said that 
if the Labour Party were un- 
able to form.a Government 
without Liberal support, that 
support would: be strictly de- 
pendent on this undertaking. 
Another election soon to set- 
tle this issue seems unneces- 
sary. And what if it didn’t 
settle it, but produced another 
stalemate, with half the 
Liberal votes going to Labour 
and the other half to the Con- 
servatives? , 
Nobody seems to. have call-

ing the election. The Welfare 
State has come to stay. Even 
on foreign policy there is not 
much between the major 
parties.

In 
Moscow last July, General Kinov 
was called to the Soviet Union, 
where he issued a statement that 
he was at M, Dimitrov's bedside. 
But on his return to Sofia he was 
reported to have said- that he 
signed a prepared __ statement, 
without having seen M. Dimitrov.
